Congressman H arry L. Haines, of 
the Adams-Y ork-Franklin district, 
today explained the procedure by 
which postoffice positions in his dis­ 
trict will be filled. 
The 
congressm an’s 
explanation 
throws a new light on the five va­ 
cancies in Adams county for which 
recom m endations were made last 
week by the executive committee of 
the Adams county democratic com­ 
mittee. 
Complete inform ation relative to 
the civil service commission vacan­ 
cies in post offices was not available 
to them at the tim e the Adams 
county dem ocratic executive com­ 
mittee took action. 
d ie s Procedure 
Mr. Haines’ statem ent, precented 
to The Gettysburg Times today by 
W alter J. Rothensies. his secretary, 
is as follows: 
"I am sorry th a t the executive 
committee of Adams county took 
the action they did. because the pro­ 
cedure I m ust follow' Is clearly out­ 
lined 
by 
existing 
regulations 
of 
both the civil service commission 
and the postoffice departm ent, and 
which can be changed only by ex­ 
ecutive order of President Roose­ 
velt. 
“W hen a civil service vacancy ex­ 
ists in the postoffice departm ent 
the civil service commission deciares 
an exam ination. 
Cites Three Highest 
“After the exam inations have been 
held and the papers have been 
graded, tile civ'll service commission 
certifies to the postoffice depart­ 
ment a list of the three highest 
candidates. T his list is then sub­ 
mitted by the post office departm ent 
) the congressm an. 
- “In the case of Hie vacancy ex­ 
isting at Biglerville, the civil service 
commission 
held 
an examination 
last year and certified to the post­ 
office departm ent 
the 
names 
of 
three eligibles, from which at this 
time, an acting postm aster must be 
appointed. 
“I wish to stress the fact that the 
appointm ent in Biglerville, which is 
to be made at th is time, is for an 
acting postm aster and has so been 
requested by th e postoffice depart­ 
ment. W hether or not another ex­ 
am ination will be called to deter­ 
mine another eligible list lies within 
the jurisdiction of the postoffice de­ 
partm ent. 
“This makes it clear th at I can­ 
not accept recom m endations until 
after civil service exam inations have 
been held and lists of eligibles sub­ 
m itted tr me by the postoffice de­ 
partm ent. 
“I feel th at in all fairness to the 
executive com m ittee and to my con­ 
stituents in this district, this state­ 
m ent should be m ade and trust that 
it will clear up any confusion which 
m ight now exist.”

Basketball Coaches Meet In 
New York City On 
April 6 And 7.

basketball coaches will meet in New

committee will meet to consider the 
recom m endations of 
the

association and to 1 add any further 
needed rem edial rule legislation. 
Perhaps in no one single year has 
there been as much violent criticism 
leveled against the basketball rule 
changes as was this year. However, 
once th e 
season 
got 
under 
way 
these objections 
subsided 
almost 
entirely. 
From men high in the councils of 
basketball rule adm inistration and 
legislation an almost unanim ity of 
opinion prevails regarding the for­ 
ward step th e rule m akers consum ­ 
mated. 
L. W. St. John, chairm an of the 
Joint Rules Committee and director 
of athletics at Ohio State university, 
says. "The game, in my judgm ent, is 
the best it has been for several 
years. 
I am strong for leaving the 
dules pretty much alons." 
Functioned Smoothly 
Oswald Tower, editor of the Guide 
and a m em ber of the Joint Rules 
committee, writes. "So faf the opin­ 
ion is alm ost unanimously in favor 
of the 
10-second rule 
and 
only 
slightly less favorable toward the 
three-second rule. 
I 
still marvel 
over the fact th a t changes which 
affected so drastically the complex­ 
ion of the game could function so 
smoothly th e first season." 
Contem plated alterations or minor 
changes 
probably will 
occupy the 
coaches' attention in their two-day 
session. 
The 
agitotlon 
for 
the 
elim ination of 
the 
center tip-off, 
which was 
dom inant a 
few years 
back, will no doubt come up for dis­ 
cussion. 
The m atter of raising the baskets 
from IO to 12 feet was advanced last 
year, but I predict this will receive 
little consideration. 
The suggestion of 
widening 
the 
college courts three feet 
on 
both 
sides, making the playing court 56 
feet wide by 94 feet long, will enlist 
some followers among the tutors. 
The three second rule is liable to 
receive some modification. 
There 
are those 
who contend 
th at the 
pivot post m an w ith his back to the 
basket should have no 
more 
im ­ 
m unity from guarding 
than 
th a t 
allowed any other offensive player. 
Much more im portant than any of 
the above m entioned defects of the 
game, however, is the peril of bla­ 
tan t rowdyism expressed in 
the 
form of booing, hissing and the well 
known Bronx cheer. 
I think th at 
booing and rowdyism are getting so 
bad th a t unless definite steps are 
made to curtail them they will kill 
the game.
